We all recog- 
nizc that this question is one of paramount im- I 
portance to the stale of California. This bill is j 
intended to repeal that portion of the law which 
has been the protection of a largo class of our j 
community since the foundation of this Govern* , 
incut. The law of riparian ownership is one 
which has come down to us from that time be­ 
yond which the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary. 
It belongs to us as a portion I 
o: our original government. We have in this 
State a large extent o f territory which would 
be affected b # the 
passage of 
this law. 
Every foot of this territory, north as well as 
south, will receive a be nefit or condemnation, 
according as this law shall effect their particu­ 
lar portion. 
It i*- well known that our State is 
composed of two entirely distinct and separate 1 
characters o f clim ate and soil. One half of it 
is well watered, with an abundant supply of 
rain from the heavens, so that no irrigation 
seems needed to depend uj>on. 
The natural 
flow of water along the streams, combined with ; 
the amount that descends in the i"r:n o f rain, 
supplies that portion of our country with all! 
the water it needs. 
In the other section of the 
country we have a boundless expanse of terri- ■ 
tory. a great portion o f which 
arid and deso- I 
late, upon which but a very small proportion o f | 
rain falls. There, it is claim ed, irrigation is 
necessary. We will admit these conditions to be ; 
facts, that our country is thus divided and thus j 
constituted. 
What would be the benefit of one . 
would Ue- the death and destruction ot the ! 
other half. 
No general law concerning that 
whole country, in regard to water rights, can 
accomplish the best interests. 
I say that the 
law as it stands has served the purposes of the 
people well, but we now find there is a move to­ 
ward ( hanging the law. 
Whence comes it? 
Dot's it come from the farmer? Does it come 
from the men who till the so il-w h o came to 
this country :n good faith and located their 
homes, brought their families with them, settled 
on the land, and cultivated the soil for their 
own sustenance? Or does it c<nne from the hall 
of the monopolist?—the man who has gathered 
in an immense number of acres at small ex ­ 
pense, and now. having acquired the right to the 
property, 
isf desirous 
Lo 
benefit by taking 
the water from the actual settlers, and carrying 
it to his arid plains, which cost him but two bits 
an acre, and thus m ake fertile the lands thus 
acquired, to the damage and destruction of the 
land owned by the actual settlers and the tillers 
of the soil ? That is the question. Such questions 
as 
these 
are 
always 
brought 
up 
at 
a 
time 
when 
the 
people 
are 
not 
ready 
for them. They are sprung upon us in an in­ 
stant, and an attempt made to rush it through 
the Legislature without giving anyone time to 
pause and think. 
This kind of legislation has 
been too often attempted, and has too often re­ 
sulted in damage to the people. The legal as­ 
pect of this question has been considered before 
this Senate, and a great many propositions have 
been raised, and assertions' have been made 
which need to be looked at. This bill, so fir as 
if attempt* to repeal Section 1422 o f the Civil 
Code, is no new measure in this State. 
It has 
been presented to two or three Legislatures in 
the past, and has each time been rejected. In 
the session of 1881 a bill was introduced in the 
Assembly simply containing one provision, and 
that was a provision repealing this Section 1422 
oi tfie Civil ('ode. The committee to which it 
was referred returned the bill to the Assembly 
without any recommendation, and it failed 
to pass.

and 
the committee

for its passage 
and a minority report against it: and it again 
failed. These bills to repeal Section 1422 of the 
Civil Code have always, by some peculiar chain 
of circumstances, been introduced by the mem­ 
bers from Fresno county.

If taken every morning before 
breakfast, increasing the quantity gradu­ 
ally to a teaspoon ful of salt and a tum bler 
of water, it will in a few days cure an or­ 
dinary case of dyspepsia, if at the sume 
tim e due attention is paid to the diet. 
T here is no better remedy than the above 
for constipation. 
As a gargle for sore 
throat it is equal to chlorate of potasli, and 
is entirely safe. 
It may he used as often as 
desired, and if a little is swallowed each 
tim e it w ill have a beneficial effect on the 
throat by cleansing it and allaying irrita­ 
tion. 
In doses of one to four teaspooiifuls 
in h alf a p in t to a p in t of tepid water it 
acts promptly as an emetic, and, in eases uf 
poisoning, is always on hand. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent remedy for bites and stings of in­ 
sects. 
It is a valuable astringent in hem- 
urrhages, particularly for bleeding after 
the extraction of teeth. It has both cleans­ 
ing and healing properties, and is there­ 
fore a most excellent application for super­ 
ficial ulcerations. 
M ustard is another val­ 
uable remedy. 
No family should he w ith­ 
out it. Two or three teasjioonfnls of ground 
m ustard stirred into a h alf pint of water 
acts as an emetic very promptly, and is 
m ilder and easier to take than salt and 
water. Equal parts of ground m ustard and 
flour, or meal made into a paste with warm 
water and spread on a thin piece of mus­ 
lin. w ith another piece of muslin laid over 
it forms tiie indispensable “ m ustard plas­ 
ter.” 
It Is almost a specific for colic when 
applied for a few minutes over tlie “ pit of 
the stomach.” 
I t all internal pain and 
congestions the- 
is no i . medy of such gen­ 
eral utility. 
I: act- a sa counter-irritant 
by drawin r the I : 
i tc the surface; hence 
in severe cases of croup a small mustard 
plaster should be applied to the back of the 
child’s neck. 
The same treatm ent will re­ 
lieve almost any case of headache. A mus­ 
tard plaster should he moved aliout over 
the spot to be acted upon, for if left in one 
place it is liable to blister. 
A m ustard 
plaster acts as well when a considerable 
distance from the affected part. 
An ex­ 
cellent substitute for m ustard plaster is 
w hat is known as “ m ustard leaves.” They 
come a dozen in a box, and are about four 
or five inches long. They are perfectly dry 
and will keep for a long time. 
For use it 
is only necessary’ to dip one in a dish of 
water for a minute, then apply it. 
Com­ 
mon baking soda is the best of all remedies 
in case- of scalds and burns. 
It may be 
used at the surface of the burned place 
either dry or wet. 
It i“ the best applica­ 
tion for eruptions caused by poison ivy and 
other poisonous plants, as also for bites and 
stings of insects. 
Owing to colds, over-fa­ 
tigue, anxiety and various other causes, the 
urine is often scanty, highly colored, and 
more or h-ss loaded with phosphates, which 
si ttle to the bottom of the vessel on cool­ 
ing. 
As much soda as can be dipped up 
w ithalO -ccnt piece, dissolved in h alfag lass 
of water, and drank every three hours, will 
soon reined v th e trouble.— [H all’s Journal 
of H ealth."

F an¡ubar has been discoursing, 
liefore the 1 ‘lulosophieal Society of W ash­ 
ington, the advantages of a binary a rith ­ 
metic, or an arithm etic in which the num ­ 
bers are expressed in powers of two. 
In 
tlie best binary notation he devised, addi­ 
tions required only three-fourths of the , 
tim e taken with the ordinary figures. Had 
the computer practiced as many weeks with 
the notation a-s year- with the old, the dif­ 
ference 
would have been 
much more 
marked, as it was in fact when one un­ 
skilled in arithm etic, to whom the binary 
notation had just lieen taught, tried tlie 
two additions. 
A great gain in accuracy 
was al - 0 realized ; and it is believed that a 
fair degree of skill in arithm etic, w ith a 
binary notation, con Id l>e acquired by 
many to whom readiness is impossible un­ 
der the present system. 
The only practi­ 
cable division of ares and angles, and the 
most natural division of all things, is bv 
continued bisections. 
T his is shown by 
the ratio of value in onr coins, weights and 
capacity measures, and by the prevalent 
subdivision of lowest nominal units, as of 
the carpenter’s inch into eighths and six­ 
teenths, and of percentages into quarters, 
etc., in stock quotations. 
T he American 
coinage is inconvenient in 
practice, be­ 
cause of tiie awkward ratio fi’.. which it in- 
trodm-ed between several pieces; and there 
would lie the same difficulty in a decimal 
system of weights and measures, should it 
he imposed upon us.— [Popular Science.

Thinly-clad ankles and limbs in fall and 
winter will generally cause severe acute 
diseases of the lungs and throat in chil­ 
dren. 
Put five drops of chloroform on a little 
cotton or wool in the bowl of a clay pipe, 
then blow the vapor through the stem into 
an aching ear and instant relief will be 
afforded. 
Pipo-clay made into a paste with cold 
water will, it is said, remove grease stains 
from papered or plastered walls if put on 
without rubbing, let stay over night, and 
then brushed off'lightly. Where the grease 
lias been on for some time several applica­ 
tions may lie needed. 
A convenient article for the kitchen is a 
stout tin box in which may lie kept the 
stove poiisli and brushes and cloths used 
about the stove. 
It should have a handle 
and a cover. 
It will pay for itself over 
and over, in lessening the cleaning of the 
shelf upon which brushes and blacking are 
usually kept, and it will be found also that 
more attention will be given to the stoves 
where the necessary means are so easily 
carried aliout from room to room. 
A pretty way to make a shade for the 
lamp, or rather a cover fur the porcelain 
shade, is to take a narrow strip of red silk, 
gather it quite full at each edge, drawing 
it close at the top so it will fit the shade, 
then trim tha bottom with antique lace; 
t his should not be gathered, but lie smooth­ 
ly over the shade; tiien with h eaw em­ 
broidery silk draw in a fringe all around 
the lace; this should be thick and close, 
and should quite conceal the shade. 
In connection with ironing, a hint on the 
use of irons may not be out of place. 
\\ hen done using let the irons be at once 
removed from t he stove, and as soon as cool 
put on a shelf, or in a closet away from 
steam if possible, as they become rusty if 
exposed. 
Starch is so apt to stick to them 
it is well to always wash them off before 
putting them on to heat for the week’s 
ironing. 
Many a soiled spit on garments 
may thus he saved. 
Washing is better 
than rubbing with salt as many do after 
ironing starched clothes. 
The great number of uses to which kero­ 
sene may be applied art daily multiplying. 
It not only lights our homes with great 
brilliancy and very cheaply, but a friend of 
the writer, who has just had a new house 
made ready for occupancy, and was unable 
on account of the extreme cold to use wa­ 
ter for cleaning windows, has found that a 
cloth dipped in kerosene and rublied quickly 
over the glass, followed hv a dry cloth or a 
piece of chamois, not only removes all the 
spots, blit gives them a polish like plate- 
glass. 
The «ime is also true ot mirrors. 
We have long known that it was valuable 
for polishing varnished furniture, and we 
have tested its efficacy in relieving severe 
rheumatic pains; so we shall cease to won­ 
der at its astonishing adaptability to many 
other human wants. The supply seems ex- 
hauslless; so for the present we need have 
no fears of its running short.

stance, which effectually excludes the air 
from the injured parts and allays the in­ 
flammation almost instantly. The mixture 
may be procured in the drug stores, but if 
not thus accessible, slack a lump of quick­ 
lime in water, and as soon as the water is 
clear mix it with the oil and shake well. 
If the case is urgent use boiling water over 
the lime, and it will become clear in rive 
minutes. 
The preparation may be kept 
ready bottled in the house, and it wiU- be 
as good six months old as when first-made. 
A great many cannot see why they do 
not take a cold when exposed to winds and 
rain. 
The fact is, nearly every cold is con­ 
tracted indoors, and is not directly due to 
the cold outside, hut to heat inside. A man 
will go to bed at night feeling as well as 
usual and get up in the morning with a 
royal cold. 
He goes peeking around in 
search of cracks and keyholes and tiny 
drafts.

BITS 
OF SCIENCE. 


At :i late meeting of a Berlin society it 
was stated that four polar expeditions are 
now in preparation, one of them to go to 
the Antarctic regions. 
A French investigator has found that 
the sugar-beet gradually loses its sugar 
when grown a second year, the quantity 
being very small when the seeds are fully 
ripened. 
The French 
have 
formed a society 
called Beirut in, for the cultivation of the 
social qualities among scientific men. 
Its 
first banquet was held on the 11th of De­ 
cember, in honor of the ninety-ninth birth­ 
day of M. C'hevreuil, when M. -J am in, pre­ 
siding, delivered an appropriate address to 
the hero of the hour, and M. Chevreuil 
replied. 
By a method of spectroscopic observa­ 
tion, W. X. Hartley has reached the con­ 
clusion that ozone is a constant constituent 
of the upper atmosphere, that it is present 
there in larger quantity than nearer the 
earth’s surface, and that it i- the cause of 
the blue color of the sky. 
Either in its 
gaseous form or condensed into a liquid, 
ozone appears of a deep blue. 
A new lantern microscope, for displaying 
upon a screen greatly magnified images of 
very minute objects, has been exhibited 
liefore the microscopical societies of Lon­ 
don. and hasgivcn results-aid to lie greatly 
in advance of any previous achievement. 
\t one meeting a blow-fly'- tongue was 
Shown from six to fourteen feet long, ac­ 
cording to the powers ti-. ll; and the sec­ 
tion of a drone-fly’* eye was magnified 
2.Ú00 diameters, or more than six million 
times.

Between them is a bright zone, probably 
corresponding with the equatorial region. 
The poles are comparatively dark, but the 
southeni ¡ule i- lighter than the northern 
arc. 
M. I’errotin, of Nice, has lieen able 
with his equatorial to follow at intervals 
the movement of a .-pot on the planet, 
and has reduced from it a period of rota­ 
tion of about ten hours.

THE UNIVERSITY REPORT. 


'I lic report of President \Y. T. Reid, of 
tlie State University, 011 behalf of the 
Board of Regents, presents some very in­ 
teresting topics and much useful informa­ 
tion fot public consideration. 
It is to be 
paid aim that they are laid before the 
State in a very straightforward and com­ 
prehensible manner. 
The University em­ 


b r a c e s 
twelve 
colleges nominally, 
but 
not ..K are such according to general ac­ 
ceptation, for a number consist as yet of 
courses of study only. 
The Colleges of 
Letters, agriculture. Mechanics, Mining, 
of 4 i■ i 1 engineering and Chemistry are 
located at Berkeley, w ith a course of Let­ 
ter- and Pi litical Science and a Literary 
coin- 
In Sen Francisco ere located the 
Colleges .if I.aw, Medicine, Dentistry and 
o f Pharmacy. 
At Berkeley the faculties 
aggregate fifteen mem tiers, three honorary 
professors, twelve instructors, a temporary 
instructor, two lecturers, an assistant in 
chemistry, an assistant in 
agricultural 
chemistry and a Superintendent of the 
machine shop. 
1 lie Law College has a 
faculty of four, that of Medicine of four­ 
teen. that of Denti-trv of eight, with 
eight. • a demonstrators and instructors, 
and -hat of Pharmacy of five professors. 
A ll th c faculties ar.J instructors consti­ 
tute the Academic Senate. 
Its functions 
are to conduct the general administration 
o f the University, regulate the general 
and spc. ial courses, determine appeals rela­ 
tive to discipline, etc. President Reid makes 
it very clear that this Senate is ill com­ 
posed. 
The non-resident professors should 
not !>e of it- membership. 
The Instructors 
should have' no place in it. because they 
have neither seat nor voice in collegiaUi 
faculties from which appeals come up, and­ 
over which bodies the Senate exercises 
regulative powers. 
It is absurd to compel 
the Senate to call to its councils Profes~orp 
from the affiliated Colleges of Dentistry mi 
Pharmacy in San Francisco to consider! 
Course regulation in civil engineering! 
chetni.- try or letters, or disciplinary regu 
la tions at Berkeley. 
< )ther inconvenience: 
are pointed out that cripple the colleges 
growing out of this unwieldlv Senate. Tin 
remedy the Preside»! suggests it is no 
necessary to now consider,since it involve 
a constitutional amendment not likely t< 
be submitted as vet, and demands th< 
judgment also of other mindst. But if 
Vouhl appear that the suggestion is a wist 
§ne to reduce the work of the Senate bj 
taking from it mere details, and leaving t(

*t “ the important function of determining 
aattcrs of general University policy; oí 
rojKjsing measures which, while strength- 
ling cavh individual department, shall 
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yet contribute to the strengthening and 
building up of the University as a whole.” 
From tables published it is found that 
there are enrolled in undergraduate col­ 
leges at Berkeley, and as pursuing full 
courses or irregular courses, 241 students. 
Of these, 43 are in the classical and 2> in 
the literary courses,-while of the remain­ 
der, 80 are partial-eourse students and 
students-at-large.

the rejsirt is that the history of the A gri­ 
cultural College proves that tlie people 
do not feel the necessity of farm ing in 
accordance 
w ith 
scientific 
principles. 
As tlie report puts it. the farmer is dilligent 
in announcing his belief in th e value of 
the college, but does not manitest his 
faith in it by sending his sons to it. 
The 
chief value of such colleges then is in re­ 
sults of th eir investigations. 
They are ex- 
jieriment stations, and as such, of the high­ 
est im portance. 
On such a plan the college 
at Berkeley is m ainly conducted, and it is 
filling a field and doing an im portant work, 
under the direction of Professor H ilgard. 
Instance are given where analysis by the 
college established tlie fact th at certain 
am ple water supplies were wholly unfit for 
irrigation, to which they were about to be 
applied at great cost. 
The attendance 
upon the College of Mechanics, says tlie re­ 
port, does not seem to indicate that there 
is any considerable demand for mechan­ 
ical engineers, or th at the purpose of the 
course is generally understood. 
This the 
President attributes to misconception that 
tlie course is intended to make highly ed­ 
ucated, skilled mechanics. 
This subject, 
and the distinction between technical and 
industrial education, is interestingly de­ 
bated at length. 
But we apprehend that 
the President’s position is open to success­ 
ful assault on this point. 
The College of Civil Engineering main­ 
tains fair attendance— equal, probably, to 
the demand for engineers. 
It needs ap­ 
propriations for instruments. 
The attend­ 
ance upon the College of Chemistry has 
lieen small. 
A building for this college is 
needed, and plans for it have lieen sug­ 
gested. 
The physical laboratory is in 
need of additional apparatus and addi­ 
tional buildings for the museum, which it 
is indicated has before it promise of broad 
interest to the general public. 
It is im­ 
possible, in limited space, to follow tlie re­ 
port in detail. 
We may, how ever, refer to 
the fact that it gives the course of instruc­ 
tion to he given from the Mills Chair of 
Intellectual and Moral Philosophy and 
Civil Polity, now filled by Dr. Howison; 
it refers in detail to the proposed course of 
jiure mathematics to meet special wants oí 
certain students : it congratulates the State 
that the work in English is lieing made 
tuorough, and that the study of Eng­ 
lish 
is 
being 
given 
full 
recogni­ 
tion 
as 
the 
most 
important 
of 
ail. 
The study of German commands 
the largest attendance of students, and it 
i- intimated that an assistant instructor is 
needed. 
For want of funds the necessity 
of strengthening tlie department of draw­ 
ing has not lieen answered. 
The library 
contain- 23,907 volumes and 5,200 pamph. 
lets. 
An appropriation of ¿10,000 is asked 
for library purposes. 
It appears that the 
students are drawn front twenty-eight of 
the fiftv-two counties only, and that the 
great majority come from Alameda and 
San Francisco. 
Nevada stands next on 
the list and Sacramento fourth. 
The sub­ 
ject- of preparatory schools and admissions 
to the University from diploma schools we 
shall refer to in a distinct article, as it is 
one of special inijwrtance, and addresses it­ 
self to all interested in common and High 
School education. 
Other topics of interest 
also, as scholarships funds, to aid students 
of limited means ; the affiliated colleges 
and their work and the very interesting 
paper on tlie Agricultural College demand 
the special attention they will receive 
hereafter. 
No eflort has been made on our 
part to treat President Reid’s report, but 
rather invite attention to a few salient 
topics in a document, the ¡icrusal of which 
will go far toward correcting much miscon­ 
ception relative to the work of the Univer­ 
sity, the methods pursued in and the needs 
of it- various departments.

improvement lies through the most ex­ 
alted paths of human knowledge and tech­ 
nical skill. 
No notable public works have 
been accomplished without the employ­ 
ment of such agencies.

So many improbable and exaggerated 
statements have lieen made concerning the 
work of the State Engineering Departm ent, 
that the incum bent engineer felt patience 
to be no longer a virtue, and was moved 
to a-k tlie Assembly to accord him an in ­ 
vestigation. 
The House, however, ex- 
jirti—ed confidence by a refusal to appoint 
a committee. 
The truth is, that depart­ 
ment of St ate Government has prosecuted 
it- work ojienly, and there should be 


110 misconception regarding it. 
W e arc 
firmly convinced that the official in ques­ 
tion ha- done his duty quite as faithfully 
a- any engineer could have done. 
To cut 
him off, 11 w that the result of some years 
of labor is about to be completed in the 
form of published results, wodKl be the 
poorest economy imaginable. 
California 
-pent a great deal of money in establishing 
a geological survey corps, and setting it 
upon a line of im portant work, and then 
alKilishing it and practically losing all that 
had been done. 
To repeat the cx|ierim ent 
Kith the Engineer D epartm ent would he 
to duplicate folly. 
It is very evident that 
ii"' a few memliers of the Legislature have 
failed of their duty in acquainting them ­ 
selves with the functions of the office 
of State Engineer, of the purpose of its 
creation and the -cope of the work done. 
Certainly the rem arks of Mr. Corcoran in 
the Assembly can lie accounted for on no 
other hypothesis. 
As an exam ple of the 
carelessness and unfairness with w hich pub­ 
lic affairs are sometimes treated, take the 
statem ent of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
which editorially exposes its ignorance in 
the following lin es: 
Iu the report of the state Engineer for tlie 
years 13SC m. which was laid before the Legis­ 
lature last month, that official states that he has 
*' printed al*oul three-fifths of Book 1. of his re- 
jmrt on irrigation.” and that he hopes to con­ 
clude his work in seven b o o k s in nil. It thus 
soerus to have taken him nearly seven years to 
accomt isU a little over one-fourteenth of his 
ta-k. At this rate, we shall all be dead and 
buried before he completes the work. This one- 
fourteenth portion 01 the report on irrigation 
appears to Lave rost the State no less a sum 
than $139,1100. If the balance of the work proves 
equally eostlv. the preliminary report on irriga­ 
tion, upon which the Legislature is to pass a 
statute for the regulation of water rights, will 
cost about as' much as the ditches. The State 
Engineer must have forgotten that in these de­ 
generate days the life of man is limited to three­ 
score and fen years, and his purse is corre­ 
spondingly light.

It may not lie p erfect; it may 
cost roundH , but California is more than 
compensated. 
Its Faculties are known in 
Europe, and its Professors honored abroad 
for their contributions to science, litera­ 
ture, art and th esu m o f hitman knowledge. 
Only the other day came to hand the re­ 
port of the Royal Commissioners of Eng­ 
land appointed to exam ine all the technical 
schools of th e world and rejiort to P arlia­ 
ment. 
In that report they unhesitatingly 
declare th at the technical schools of the 
University of California are the liest in 
America. 
An aristocratic institution, for­ 
sooth ! 
Yes! Ihe aristocracy th a t comes 
of the th irst for knowledge on the part of 
those too poor to go abroad to the great 
Universities, and who here at home find 
their needs answered.

R eturning from our last notice of this 
series in which we had to do with the 
northwest coast, we come again 011 Mr. 
Bancroft’s adm irable series to the history 
of Mexico, resum ing the story of romance, 
adveuture and conquest, with a glanc - at 
the career of ” The Little Man from Cor­ 
sica.’ This is necessary that the reader's 
m ind m av be called to the political con- 
d ’tiuiin of r e world in the early part of the 
niiieus-nu. 
ntury, with the loss of tiie 
American colonies to England, and forever 
assured ; the im perial trium j hs of Napoleon; 
tmi declension of Spain to the lowest level 
of 
importa m e ; the rising star of the 
new Republic, 
and 
th 
influence 
of 
all 
these 
upon 
affair; 
in 
Mexico. 
Beginning 
next 
with 
the 
adm inis­ 
tration of Viceroy Iturrigary, who arrived 
from Spain in 1803 covered with m ilitary 
honors. 
His rule was one of peculati in, 
barter of offices and employments, and a 
quick and rich lining of the private pocket 
of the Viceroy. The Kings of Spain never 
themselves lived in more regal state than 
did Iturrigary in Mexico, nor did any ruler 
more unmercifully bleed subjects. 
W ith 
, the slipping of the Spanish crown from 
the value of Spanish fingers came the deposal of Itur-

rigary, the rise of a National Congress and 
the appointm ent of I’eilro Garibay to rule 
tem porarily in the nam e of Fernando 
VIE, irrespective of formal recognition of 
either of the then contending Spanish 
juntas. 
H is reign was brief, and lie was 
but the mouthpiece of the Audiencia. The 
pages of the volume before us are rich in 
detail of the storm y events th at trans­ 
pired during those moinentuous times. 
We may not pause to even refer to desig­ 
nate the chief. 
But whosoever peruses the 
record preserved by these pages will ha .\ 
the fancy .quickened and the taste gratified, 
for it will be apparent that Mr. Bancroft 
has had no more congenial theme, and has 
at 110 tim e felt more certain of his ground. 
It will be noted, too, that there is, with 
greater clearness, greater finish in his style, 
and that these latter pages of his magnin 
cent contribution to history present more 
of ornate work than any that have pre­ 
ceded. The volume leads us on through 
the tempestuous times from Garibay and 
Lizana, the incompetents, and the revolu­ 
tionary agitators of that era, and the ro­ 
m antic claim of an Indian to the throne of 
Mexico, up to the removal of Lizana and 
the organization of its Government by 
the Audiencia.

revolutionary 
schemes, and in 1810 the war of .Mexican 
Independence opened. 
No more rom antic 
ami stirring historic pages relating to the 
American continent are to be named, for 
not even the story of our revolution has in 
it like elements of romance—it was of more 
sober and lofty purpose. 
In Mexican revo­ 
lutions 
we 
deal 
with 
its 
m uch, 
if 
not more of personal valor and intrigue 
than of state schemes and governm ental 
throes. The seventh chapter opens with 
Hidalgo’s trium phant march toward the 
capital against Viceroy Venegas. 
After 
scenes of the most bloody description, and 
deeds of wonderful heroism and daring on 
the part of the insurgents, who, let it be re­ 
corded, were the 
first on 
the A m eri­ 
can continent 
to 
decree 
in 
favor of 
hum an 
freedom 
for all 
men 
and 
to 
make practical the declaration by freeing 
the slaves held in Mexico, and releasing all 
persons of all castes from the paym ent of 
tributes. 
Hidalgo deserves to lie rem em ­ 
bered in history as the first in power in the 
new would to strike tlie shackles from the 
limbs of bondmen. 
D uring 1810 and early 
in 1811 the revolution 
rapidly spread, 
and sustained in battle but few reverses. 
These battles are graphically depicted by 
Mr. Bancroft, and dwelt upon in interest­ 
ing detail. 
Later in 1811 came serious 
disasters to the revolutionists, tlie victories 
of Cruz and Calleja and ihe capture and 
death of the brave leader of the insurgents, 
Hidalgo, who rose from the station of an 
hum ble priest to be tlie leader in high m il­ 
itary enterprise, and whose gentleness, 
refinem ent 
and 
tenderness 
would 
seem 
to 
have 
been 
the 
least 
of 
qualifications fo ra revolutionary in such a 
State as Mexico. 
W ith his fall it was sup­ 
posed died the cause of independence, but 
it lived to blossom m any a time in subse­ 
quent years and to finally ripen into the 
republic of the present. 
Hidalgo’s place 
was filled by Morelos, a gallant leader, full 
of vigor; a m a n of invincible determ ina­ 
tion and great magnetic influence, varying 
success m arked his career. Tlie revolution 
continued developing such m en as Rayon, 
and Doctor Cos, the insurgent journalist 
who cultivated the revolutionary spirit 
with his pen. 
The fourteenth chapter 
closes an account of that horror, the mas­ 
sacre of Cuantía, which even at this day

Thesuccess 
of Morelos in his third campaign opens the 
nineteen chapter, the capture of O ajacaand 
Orizaba, the superseding of Venegas, the 
Viceroy, and the ascendancy oi his enemy, 
Calleja. 
From this on the spirited account 
continues up to the declaration of national 
independence in 1813, the fall of Mo­ 
relos, 
and 
tlie reconquest of Oajaca. 
T he treatm ent of

1814 re­ 
lates m ainly to constitutional 
changes. 
In 1815 and 1816 were the the last cam­ 
paigns of Calleja, graphically depicted in 
the twenty-sixth chapter, and followed by 
the ascendancy of Viceroy Apodaca, noted 
for his vigorous measures and his successes 
against the insurgents, whose cause at this 
period was declining. 
The volume pro­ 
ceeds with detailed accounts of seiges, and 
of disasters to the respective arm s of the 
contestants, constitutional 
changes, and 
revolutionary programmes, up to the year 
1821, at which point in tlie volume our 
reading has progressed. 
At that period the 
pacification of nearly all the territory of 
New Spain had been accomplished, with 
the revolutionists driven to the corners of 
the Cerro de la Goleta and M eseala,and the 
cause 
of free 
governm ent had 
been 
lost, owing 
to 
th at 
unity 
of 
pur­ 
pose 
and 
action 
among 
its 
chiefs, 
so 
essential 
in 
a 
struggle 
against 
royalty. 
The 
later 
chapters 
treat 
of the first Congress and of the first E m ­ 
peror in 1822. the union, by order of a pop­ 
ular vote, of Central America and Mexico, 
and the representation of the former in the 
new Congress and the struggles therein 
between the Bourbonists, the Iturbidists, 
and 
the Republicans, resulting iu the 
isolation of Iturbide to im perial dignities ; 
his dethronem ent and death, and the revolt 
and defeat of Santa Ana. The volum e will 
be found to be the most exhaustive of any 
historical work upon Mexico yet published, 
while the fortification of references and by 
citations of authorities in its am plitude, 
testifies to the laborious researches of the 
indefatigable author.

CALIFORNIA 
HOPS. 


A L aw P ro p o sed in th e In te re st o f H op- 
G row ers. 
The local hop market is very q u iet; 
in 
fact there is nothing doing in that line at 
all. 
T he crop is m ostly in the hands of 
producers. The prices at which som e sm all 
lots have recently been disposed o f scarcely 
covers the cost of production. 
The market 
throughout the East is equally dull. 
The 
fluctuations in that market for the past six 
w eeks have been so slight that it is scarcely 
worth noting. 
The follow ing dispatch was 
received in this city yesterday : 
Philadeij’hia. February 20.1384. 
To McGregor Bros.. Sacramento : Remitting for 
thirty-eight bales, sold at seventeen m twenty. 
Good jobbing trade. 
Geo. Vi. Elkins. 
Those hops were a portion o f a lot sent 
East som e tim e ago by George W . Hub- 
hard. Elkins' agent on tins coast, to be sold 
on com m ission. 
At the tim e <>f their 
arrival at Philadelphia they could have 
been sold for 23 cents, but the producer de­ 
sired them to be held for 
prices. The 
hop-growers o f this sectiofN^fc. wing the 
exam ple of the growers in N e^w .>rk. have 
drafted a bill which they desire m e Legis­ 
lature to pass, and which they contend w ill 
largely increase hom e consum ption, and in 
consequence enable them to get prices that 
will be remunerative. 
The bill was yes­ 
terday introduced in the Senate, by Senator 
Routier o f this county, and in the A ssem ­ 
bly by Assem blym an Watson o f El Dorado. 
As oñe-half o f the hops raised in California 
are produced in this im m ediate vicinity, no 
doubt the bill w ill be read w ith interest by 
m any. 
It is as follows : 
An Act to provide tor the labeling of any bar­ 
rel, keg, cask, bottle, orothei vessel containing 
fermented liquors, and to prevent the adultera 
tion of the same. 
Section 1. Every brewer of beer, lager beer, 
weiss beer, porter, or other fermented liquor, 
shall be required to label each barrel, keg. 
bottle or other vessel containing any fermented 
liquors, on the side ami on the spigot end of the 
barrels, kegs ami vessels, other than bottles, 
with a label printed with type not smaller than 
pica, and to renew the same whenever it is 
illegible, on which label shall lie printed a 
statement showing the true name of each in­ 
gredient or component part (other than water) 
1 of which or from which said beer or fermented 
liquors shall have been made or manufactured. 
The name and quantity of every substitute for 
hops or malt shall be truthfully stated, and the 
brewer's name shall appear a*, the bottom of 
said label. 
Section 2. For every violation of this Act by 
neglecting to label each barrel, keg, or bottle, 
as heretofore provided, or by so labeling the 
same as to convey the idea that the contents 
thereof are different as to the material used 
from what they really are. or for retailing, sel! 
iug or offering" for sale any fermented liquors 
whatsoever within the State of California, from 
vessels, barrels, kegs, casks or bottles containing 
beer, ale or other fermented liquors, brewed of 
manufactured by brewers in this State, or any 
other State in the Fnited States, which casks, 
vessels, barrels, kegs or bottles are not iaheied 
us herein provided, the person or [arsons so 
selling or offering for sale shall lie subject to a 
fine of ?:k!J ami imprisonment for not more than 
one year for sucli offense, or both such line and 
imprisonment. 
Section 3. This bill shall go into effect and he 
in foice from and after the first day of January, 
1886. 


T he P ro p o sed Loan E xhibition. 
T he California Museum Association re­

THE 
CARE OF THE 
VOICE. 


I lo w th e V o c a l M e c h a n ism W o r k s, a n d 
t h e P r a c tic e s w h ic h I m p a ir I t. 
D r. John M. Mackenzie lectured recently 
a t Peabody Institute on “ The Mechanism 
and Care of the Voice.” 
Special stress was 
laid by him on the physiological relations 
of the air-current in respiration, upon the 
imjiortaiice of the “ abdominal m ethod” 
of breathing, upon the evils resulting from 
“ clavicular ’’ and “ lateral” respiration, 
and upon the common causes of vocal fa­ 
tigue from antagonism of the respiratory 
forces, abuse of intensity, faulty methods of 
cultivation, etc. 
A ll good teachers compel 
a prelim inary training in vocal and rcspi- 
ratorv gymnastics. 
T he old Italian school 
required two years of such exercise before 
allowing pupils to sing. 
W ell-trained vo­ 
calists rarely suffer from disease of the vo­ 
cal organs, and tlie systematic use ot the 
latter is a valuable agent in the prevention 
of serious pulm onary complaint-. 
Con­ 
gestion and inflammation of the larynx, loss 
of contractile power of the muscles, granu­ 
lar pharyngitis and a host of other aiiec- 
tions of the throat are often the common 
heritage of a pernicious method of breath­ 
ing. 
U nnatural forcing of the voice, im ­ 
m oderate laughter, the liabit ot w hisper­ 
ing indulged in so often by members of 
church choirs, produce fatigue and de­ 
rangement of the vocal organs from abuse 
of the intensity of the voice. 
A singer 
should never hum, and much resonance is 
lost by singing through the teeth. 
Voice 
training should be begun, if possible, in 
youth, for as the individual advances in 
life, the difficulties of vocal articulation 
m aterially increase. 
In singing and pub­ 
lic speaking a slight artificial congestion 
of the vocal organs occurs, which subsides 
w ith the cessation of the exercise. 
If 
sufficient rest be therefore not allowed 
after such exercise, or if the larynx be ex- 
jM)sed to a sudden change of tem jierature, 
this congestion becomes perm anent. 
The 
artists of the dram atic and lyric stage 
should not themselves be stirred by the 
passions it is their duty to port ray. 
T he nose was next considered as an 
organ of respiration and voice-formation, 
and as the channel through which atmos­ 
pheric air enters the organ of hearing. 
N atural respiration takes place through 
the nasal cavities, in w lihh the air is 
warmed, moistened and freed of im purities. 
In m outh-breathing the cold, dr_\ 
and 
vitiated atmosphere comes in contact with 
the delicate lining membrane of the respir­ 
atory tract and produces, sooner or later, 
inflammation. 
T he m ajority of eases of 
disease of the vocal organs and ear arise 
from interference w ith the functions of 
the nasal cavities and nasal throat. 
( a- 
tarrlial inflammation of these regions de­ 
velops insidiously, and is fraught w ith dis­ 
astrous consequences to the organs of 
voice, respiration and hearing. 
The inju­ 
rious eilects of nasal 
obstruction and 
m outh-breathing were formerly 
known 
onlv to experts, who sold the knowledge of 
t he hygiene fact to professional singers for 
large sums of money and under a pledge of 
seerecv, and a distinguished scientist has 
voiced its inijiortance when he exclaims 
that could he leave a perpetual legacy to 
m ankind lie would embody it in the words 
Keep vour mouth shut.’ 
T he importance of attention to the skin 
as a preventive against disease of the vocal 
organs cannot lie overestim ated,.and we 
mav possibly indulge the fancy that the 
invulnerability of Achilles after im mer­ 
sion in the Styx is a warning myth to im ­ 
press upon mankind the prophylactic vir­ 
tues of cold water. 
Compression of the 
chest and neck impede the proper mechan­ 
ism of the throat. 
“ The ambitious collar 
of the dude, which arises from the surface 
ot the collar bone to i>o inserted into the 
lobule of the ear, and whose apparent use 
is to suspend all motion about the neck,” 
was instanced as illustrative of the latter 
mode of compression. 
The use of eos- 
m eti.s containing injurious m etallic oxides 
and dyes employed to color certain articles 
of wearing apparel sometimes exert a pre­ 
judicial influence on the mucous lining of 
the respiratory apparatus; 
the additional 
ornam ental advantage derived from the 
substitution for the plain white stocking of 
our ancestors ef the variegated hose of to­ 
day is often insuflVient to lom pensate for 
th e evils which result from the exchange. 
The idea that prevails in certain quar­ 
ters that removal of enlarged tonsils has 
an evil ofieet upon the resonance of the 
voice w. .s declared to b e a stupid popular 
fallacy, diam etrically opposed to reason 
and the fa>‘ts In the ease; for it has been 
dem onstrated th at the operation not only 
renders the voice clearer and more sonor­ 
ous, but may even allow extension of it» 
compass several notes higher. 
It had 
oven been m aintained th at the tonsils 
do not exist in the normal tiiroat—that 
the” are simply pathological excrescences— 
m uía recent w riter had .-aid that were he, 
like Frankenstein, to attem pt the construc­ 
tion of a man he would leave the tonsils 
out. 
P atu, Lucca and other great singers 
have not only subm itted to the operation, 
but owe the full power of their voices to 
its performance.

In many cases it ultim ately 
develops into monomania or delusional in­ 
sanity. 
Dr. S. W eir M itchell performs 
many of his most rem arkable cures of so- 
called nervous diseases simply by his won­ 
derful success in persuading patients that 
nothing ails them . 
Few physicians have 
the ability to do this, and still fewer have 
the discretion to adopt a course of treat­ 
ment adapted to the m ental peculiarities 
of each particular case. 
Sometimes per­ 
suasion is necessary, hut frequently a little 
tonic combined with a good scolding pro­ 
duces the desired result. 
“W hen the delusion is harmless it is often 
the best plan to humor it. 
A relative of 
mine, who was a clergyman, lived several 
years in my family. 
H e firmly believed 
"that he could not sleep after preaching on 
Sunday night unless he was under tiie in­ 
fluence of an opiate. 
Time and again have 
1 seen him doze ott as soundly as a tired 
child after taking a teaspoonful of sweet­ 
ened water, which 1 had prescribed as 
‘ morphia.’ 
W ithout this harmless little 
dose, however, he would toss about rest- 
lesslv for hours.”

Quick trains, three of which would 
be run weekly each1 way, would cover the 
distance between London and Bombay in 
nine days; while slower trains starting 
daily would take a day or two longer. The 
only breaks in this extrem ely elongated 
line would be the English channel and 
th e -tra its of G ibraltar.—[R ailroad Jo u r­ 
nal.

H ielan, who was assaulted at 
O’Dónovan Roso: s office recently, was ex ­ 
posing and describing the internal ma­ 
chine-, used by the dynamiters, and which 
description was us follow s: “ A word as to 
how tie mechanical part of these terrible 
batteries is made. 
There h really very 
little mechanism about it. 
It is a sim ple 
aflitir, but it docs its work thoroughly, and 
with fatal precision. 
T he m achine con­ 
sists o f ;i reservoir of acid, which drops, 
drop by drop, on a little hollow tube or 
faucet, in shape not unlike a common beer 
faucet. 
Around this faucet are wrapped 
sheets o f tissue paper, 
it takes the acid a 
m inute to eat through eai li sheet of paper. 
T he explosion, you see, is tim ed by the 
sheets o f paper, although the flow of the 
acid is also regulated when it comes from 
the reservoir. 
In th is case 120 sheets of 
paper were wrapped round this little fau­ 
cet. W hen the last sheet is eaten through 
the acid enters the tube, runs clown to tiie 
end directly under which the cap is pi: zed, 
and then the deluge.

is sim ple, but it beat- clockwork all to 
pieces.

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Select Stocks of Rooted Vines, 
Vine Cuttings, Olives, Etc. 


I SHALL BE FREDA LED TO FILL ORDERS 
for the com ing planting and graf ing season 
ior any vuriHies of vineyard stocks that may he 
obtained in this State, m accordance with the 
demand o f I he public. I shall, however, lake 
this opportunity to caution all those who are 
m aking n* w pían tat ions against careless selec­ 
tion of varieties. The adaptation of difierent 
stocks to certain s*)ils nntl clim atic condition is 
not the only important point to consider. 
In 
planting vineyards we should deterrr-ine. 
First—The various types of product? which 
may be aimed at. with" reasonable hopes of nt- 
tain ing excellence in each in the particular lo­ 
cality under consideration. 
second—The one or more of such types de­ 
sired by the producer. 
Third -The variety or varieties o f vines neees 
sary 10 produce each of such tv; es. 
Fourin—The association of difiercnt varieties 
suitable to blend together either during or after 
fermentation, if intended for wine. 
Fifth—The time o f ripening when several are 
intended for blending in fermentation. 
Sixth—The varieties best suited to improve the 
products o f vines already planted. 
Seventh—The varieties most needed in each 
district to i*r prove the prothuds o f other vine­ 
yards airead) planted after they are purchased 
by the wine makers, or dealers, in order to sup­ 
ply local deficiencies. 
Eighth—The apparent deficiencies as to type 
or quality ol the produc s o l the State oficredsu 
the* general market, aud the tendencies towards 
disproportionate production of certain stocks 
wi h reference to probable market demands. 
Those who have vineyards already planted 
should study the products o* the State, both in 
experimental lots and common stocks, and deter­ 
mine, as soon as j>ossible, to what extent the 
value o f their vintages may le improved by 
grading in cevDún prop nions of varieties not 
now cultivated by them. 
The problem s are pi act cully the sam e for the 
vine grow*, r. who exi ects to sell his grapes to 
w ine m akers, us ior those who m ake wine them ­ 
selves, bccuu.se the value of th e vintages will 
soon depend upon the results obtained iroin 
them by the purchaser. 
W ine m akers will soon 
be ublc’to uiscr m inuie in favor of those vine­ 
yards from w hich the m ost valunh c wines arc t 
nuidc. 
Wine th a t is suitably blended at the 
vineyard, fo as to satisfy as nea; )y as uossibk* the

general trade.

The Prices of Stocks. 
Prices diiriug the season will, in som e 
vary according to varying demand-; o f produc­ 
er-,* írom whose viucvj,r*l> or nurseries they 
. 
etl. As th e tim e ] 
. 
miA' be intiiu nced also, more or less, by the 
scarcity and th e j»opui‘irity of certain vari*-ti* s. 
It is p ssible frequently r< ► 
m ake reduction^ in 
price ior large orders 
It is the cu-tom t*.» m ake 
up euttinys iu bundles of two hundred aud fifty, 
and sm aller lots arc n« t nut u..-,except in ease ól 
very scarce and high-jiriced stocks, or iu a 
few*cases where assortm ents for table use are 
required, when exu'*t (marge it nmde ior the 
trouble of breaking counted lots, labeling, etc. 
Rooted vines are generally put up in bunnies ol 
one hundred. Actual co-t «¡1 p..eking, w hen re­ 
quired, is to he added to th e price o f stocks. 
Unless specially agreed to otherw ise, prices in­ 
clude only delivery to the railw ay station n ear­ 
est to th e’ vineyard where the .-ir.eks are pro- 
cui cd, f-.¡importation being at the risk aud ex ­ 
pense o f th e purchaser. t 
Generally n o ceitain tim e for delivery can be 
nam ed, because the wo k of pruning and m ak­ 
ing cuit ngs is perform ed according to the titee 
which each vim -grower considers the best, in­ 
fluenced more or less to the we -ther. la!. *r fa­ 
cilities and condition o f roads. There is alw ays 
m ore certainty w ith respect to rooted vines, be­ 
cause such stocks are controlled in nu-series. 
Cuttings m ade very early in the s ason succeed 
better than tho«e m pde later, 'i ¡ii^ rule does 
not, how* ver. im pl\ th at they should be planted 
eaily. in m s» cus» < the best tim e to plant cut­ 
tings is 5ust before the buds begin (o í well; but 
the t *»n*litl- ‘ii oí the w eather m ay contr*;l the 
question, 
laical experience as to the best rime 
«o pi.uiliHg i- the guide 11»i 1 should l e - ¡icht, 
and may te easily ascertained. Footed vines 
should be pi..m od as early as practicable. 
Orders for Vines aud Cuttings 
Should be m ude as early as possible, so that the 
best stocks m ay be procuied at the proper tim e, 
it lid? been my practice to engage in advance 
la'g e i*>* of th e m ost de. i rabie varieties, so as 
to h ¿ve them m ade early ami ready to fill order*; 
but this has subjected ine to frequent losses, 
w hich necessity compels me to avoid as m uch 
as possible in future 
Those who are prudent 
w fl order early and receive th eir stocks as coo.t 
as they are ready for delivery. The practice oí 
disinfecting cuttings and roots as soon as re­ 
ceived should he tin* constant rule throughout 
the .State. 
Disease may possibly exist w here it 
is least expected, 
in r i precaution D easy, sim ­ 
ple and cheap. 
As soon as disinfected the roots m ay be pre­ 
served by loosening tne bundles ami setting m 
a trench w ith the earth well packed about the 
base and the t *p< exposed. Guttings m ay be 
safely preserve*! oy laying th in in a shallow 
trench, in oose, moist, w eil-draiaed soil aud 
covering entirely w ith soii, so th at the influence 
oi dry w eather caunot afivct them . 
Ii in d an­ 
ger oi drying after being covered, th e m ounds 
should be frequently m oistened. If possible 
place them in ta c shade, if it is the practice to 
set the cuttings upright in a trench, the strings 
should be cut and he buudles so spread out as 
to perm it the soil to bo firmly pressed against 
th e base ?o as to exclude th*- air. leaving only a 
sm all part of the tops exposed. This should 
also be done in the . hade, and in loose, line soil 
if possible. 
The length of ordinary cu*tings, as usually 
m ade, is eighteen to V enty inches between ter­ 
m inal buds. 
When longer ones are desired the 
order should be specific, but prices for unusual 
lengths, m ade to order, w ill be subject to varia­ 
tio n 
Guttings ore frequently m ade by inexperienced 
workmen, and for this reason should be care­ 
fully sorted by the purchaser when received. 
The base should Ih* cut,, if necessary, close to 
tiie lowest bud. and doubtful (qualities should be 
laid aside ior the nursery, which all prudent 
plan.ers provide for so is to have rootea stocks 
to take the place of cutrings that may not grow. 
It is- best to make allowance for at least twenty- 
five per cent. loss. 
If the nursery should con­ 
tain, fortunately, more than are needed the 
roots can be sold at a profit 
Wherever a loss of twenty per cent, or more 
may be reasonably expected, if cuttings are 
used, h w ill be cheaper, all things considered, 
1*3 purchase rooted vines. A loss o f twenty per 
cent in one hundred acres planted means a losa 
o f the expense of planting and cultivating 
twenty acres, besides the loss of time, whi* h 
will result in a reduction of the crop of the third 
and tonlih years of a proportionate amount, 
¡ besides the derangement of the regularity in The 
‘ growth of the vines, the stronger ones robbing 
the weaker. 
It al*o com plicates the pruning, 
which must be practiced according to the devel­ 
opment ot tho vineyard 
In places w hcroa very 
small percentage of lo.-s is feared, cuttings are 
generally preferred to roots. Some varieties 
lake rcot with comparative dilUcnlty: others 
with gr*'at facility. In loose, warm, well-drained 
but morit sciD. cutting? general tv root easily. 
In cold clay soils, aud in dry surface alluvions, 
especially when they are subject to hot north 
w inds, the danger of loss is irreat and rooted , 
vines are in most demand. Fur in»)st parís of j 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys and the 
Sierra ToothiiN, rooted vines wiU often he pre­ 
ferred. 
The general practice I? to cut the roots back 
near the base before planting, and to prune the 
tops to one short sn.ir with two buds 
In planting seedling resistant vines it is best 
to trim off all the lateral roots for a space of 
ñl o»p three inches below the crown, so a? t*» de­ 
velop a good main root to graft- into, and to 
avoid waste of root development, which mus; 
be cut away in grafting. 
Stocks of the Natoma Vineyard. 
During the last two seasons ii»e Natoma Water 
and in n ing Company has planted with great 
rare about two thousand acres of the choicest 
vines in ilie Stale. 
It was llicir intention to 
plant oue thousand aeres more durinq the coin­ 
ing season, and for ih is purpose a larqe nursery 
was established. Owing to a postponement of 
further planting these nursery stocks are offered 
through m e lor sale. This opportunity for ob­ 
taining desirable routed vines, from a nursery 
made in virgin soil, flee from vine pests, ail the 
cuttings having also boen carefully disinfected 
before planting, is a fortunate one for many new 
planters, especially !or thoee in the interior of 
the State wfio may desire vines acclim ated to 
their peculiar conditions. 
This com pany oflVrs also a stock of cuttings of 
sim ilar varieties, all of w hich w ill be put up 
carefully by experienced m en. 
Most interesting w ill be th eir offering oi cut­ 
tings from im ported rare varieties w hich have 
been propagated by grafting in LSfvi. upon old 
vines. As they require to use most of these stocks 
in future for th eir own p la n in g s, the opportunity 
to obtain them now should not be negiceled by 
those who expect to need them , or who 
wish to test th eir values. Those w ho have old 
viues requiring im provem ent by grafting m ay 
m ake useful experim ents am i sc determ ine mp- 
idiy w hicn varieties are l est suited to their 
wants. The Stule University has done this year 
a valuable work in m aking experim ental fer­ 
m entations from the fruit of these grafts, which 
w ill aid in determ ining their true values. They 
were, however, not .selected at random , but 
com prise th e best know n in different parts of 
France, Spain. Portugal anil M adeira. 
W hen 
suitably located in California we m ay expect 
them to prove as satisfactory to our viue-g-ow- 
ers as they are in Europe. 
Other Stocks. 
I have in my own nurseries a lim ited supply 
of very choice vines, and have engaged others 
elsewhere. Also, the 
clover leafed Japanese 
dw arf orange (suitable for hedges—very thorny 
and hardy), seedling black w alnuts (California j 
and Eastern;., seedling pecans, C arolina poplars J 
and diam ond willows said to m ake wood du r­ 
able for fPnce postal. Vine-growers needing 
other trees for orehaxds or avenues can procure 
them also through me, as I have m ade 'arrange­ 
m ents to fill such orders at reliable nuiseries.

The rainfall that was called for through the R ecord-U nion by Sergeant Barwick 
from all portions of the State some tim e ago has been in a measure quite successful, as 
he has received rainfall records from San Diego to Siskiyou counties. The data received 
has been carefully compiled and averages calculated by the Sergeant, and ably assisted 
in his work by Lopez M aulding. of this city. The tabulated m atter will appear from 
tim e to tim e in the K ecord-V nio n until each tabic has been published, num bering some 
ten in all. 
W e will begin with San Diego county and come northw ard with the tabu­ 
lated m atter. The first table is from I*owuy,San Diego county, and covers a period from 
November, 1878, to December. InnI.
